Municipal  KIcetionN 

T hree  reeves  were  selected  by  the  voters 
of  Oak  Day.  Saanich  and  Esquimalt  yestef' 
day  by  acclamation  Reeve-elect  R.  A. 
Wootion  will  succeed  Reeve  Walter  M. 
Walker,  who  is  stepping  down  in  Oak  Bay. 
Reeve  E.  C.  Warren,  of  Saanich,  secured  his 
return  for  the  new  term  there.  Reeve  A.  I. 
T homas,  who  succeeded  to  the  office  on 
the  death  of  Col.  E.  J.  Read,  was  confirmed 
in  the  rceveship  of  Esquimall.  There  will 
be  council  contests  in  all  three  municipalities, 
and  some  isolated  pulling  on  schtHjI  and 
other  Issues;  with  voting  in  the  three  out- 
lying municipalities  on  Dcicmbcr  I 

The  Victoria  City  elections,  which  began 
with  nominations  last  Thursday,  will  be 
completed  by  polling  on  December  1 1 An 
acclamation  for  Mayor  Percy  Oeorge  gave  a 
lead  which  apparently  has  been  followed 
generally  in  the  districts.  I here  will  be 
spirited  contests,  however,  for  council  and 
police  commission  seats,  sixteen  candidates, 
including  two  women,  contesting  the  former, 
and  three  candidates  the  single  scat  on  the 
police  bexfy.  Not  for  a long  time  have 
aty  electors  had  such  a range  i>t  choice  is«r 
tliese  principal  offices;  the  nominees  including 
a blend  of  those  with  considerable  civic  ser- 
vice behind  them,  some  welcome  newcomers 
w'ho  were  induced  to  run  as  their  contribu- 
tion to  the  public  service,  and  a proportion 
known  to  the  electorate  more  or  less  as 
perennial  aspirants  for  civic  honors. 

On  T hursday  in  the  City  of  Victoria  con- 
test the  electors  will  be  king.  T be  choice  of 
what  candidates  they  wish  to  si-rve  them, 
and  therefore  the  character  of  the  civic  ad- 
xninisiralion,  will  re.st  in  their  hands.  In 
addition,  a number  of  referendums  will  be 
voted  upon  at  these  elections,  both  in  the  city 
and  outside  of  it.  As  the  lime  nears  for 
the  actual  polling,  citizens  should  acquaint 
themselves  with  the  main  issues,  and  be  pre- 
pared to  express  tbcir  w-ill  without  fail  on 
polling  day.  Victoria  and  its  municipal 
neighbors  will  need  strong  and  capable  ad- 
ministration in  the  years  that  are  ahead 
There  is  only  one  way  to  sccute  this.  That 
is  to  choose  w'lth  care  at  the  ballot  box.

T he  death  of  Tireman  Leonard  Harper,  a 
war  veteran  who  had  recently  joined  the 
Victoria  Tire  Department,  and  injury  to 
Chief  of  Police  John  A.  McLellan  who  was 
passing  by  the  scene  of  a fire  drill  yesterday 
near  the  central  fire  station,  wilt  be  regretted 
sincerely  throughout  the  community.  Al- 
though such  drdlt  arc  almost  daily  affairs, 
the  Victoria  Tire  Department  has  not  had 
such  a mishap  to  report  for  a good  many 
years.  It  was  tragic  misfortune  that  pre- 
cipitated f ireman  Harper  to  his  death  ar 
the  conclusion  of  the  drill. 

Chief  of  Police  Mcl.ellan* was  inadvert- 
ently on  the  scene.  He  happened  to  be 
passing  at  the  time  when  an  extension  ladder 
•lipped,  striking  him  as  it  fell.  Mis  in- 
juries, while  painful,  arc  not  reported  as 
critical.  The  young  fireman,  on  the  other 
hand,  sustained  hurts  from  which  he  failed 
to  recover;  his  death  taking  place  shortly 
afterwards. 

A young,  active  and  popular  recruit  of 
the  Dfparimenf,  foreman  Harper  was  an  ex- 
memhrr  of  the  Koval  Canadian  Navy,  and 
had  had  six  years  war  .service  m the  recent 
world  conflict  His  death  under  such  cir- 
cumstances was  tragic  in  the  extreme.

As  a result  of  a visit  to  the  Uifitcd  King- 
dom Mr.  Speaker  Ci^spard  f-auteux  has  ad- 
vanced a number  of  suggestions  whereby 
the  Dominion  Parliament  may  speed  up  its 
prexedurrs  without  loss  of  the  customary 
freedom  of  debate,  and  in  fact  with  possible 
gain  to  the  pass.tge  of  legislation.  The 
mam  purpi.>sc  is  to  obviate  the  usual  closing 
rush  which  secs  important  bills  passed  with- 
out adequate  study,  just  bccauK*  members 
are  in  a hurry  to  get  home.  The  Commons 
is  master  of  its  own  rules  and  mu.se  make 
its  own  changes  but  the  Speaker's  proposals 
are  worthv  of  due  consideration 

It  is  perhaps  doubtful  that  lengthening 
the  daily  sittings  and  making  them  con- 
tinuous will  find  much  favor.  Members 
arc  apt  to  be  absent  more  often  than  usual 
if  they  are  asked  to  sit  without  a break 
from  2:45  pm.  to  11:30  p.m,  Of  more 
cKiint  is  the  suggestion  that  once  a debate 
nas  lasted  two  days  tlie  speaking  time  of 
snemben  should  be  cut  from  40  to  20 
xninutes.  snd  half  again  if  a speech  is  read. 
If  given  effect  this  change  would  free  a good 
deal  of  time  that  could  be  spent  to  greater 
advantage.  Most  complaints  hitherto  have 
hinged  on  nnaecexsarilr  long  speeches.  There 
is  also  merit  in  the  idea  that  budget  pro- 
nooncrmenti  should  coincide  with  the  be- 
ginning of  a new  fiscal  year. 

The  suggestion  of  a special  committee 
to  consider  estimates  with  s view  to  uvjngs 
Is  one  the  public  will  endorse  as  being  of 
more  than  passing  value.  Hhenination  of 
deparimcnUl  eiuavagaocs  should  always 


have  some  priority.  Other  ideas  put  for- 
ward by  the  Speaker  would  streamline  pro- 
cedures in  various  ways,  all  designed  to 
strengthen  parliamentary  business  by  cutting 
out  anomalies  and  repetitions.  Members 
have  the  chance  to  put  into  effect  those  that 
would  obviously  benefit  not  only  themselves, 
but  also  the  national  business  they  gather 
to  conduct.  Some  of  these  proposals  merit 
a trial.

order  to  search  Canadians  for  outgoing 
dollars  are  not  comforting.  By  what  right, 
in  fact,  do  customs  officials  compel  travelers 
to  disrobe  or  otherwise  lay  tlu'ir  persons 
open  to  prying  fingers  of  inspection*'  The 
spectacle  of  law  abiding  citizens  being  treated 
as  though  they  were  miscreants  is  out  of 
place,  and  has  no  justification.  It  would 
be  interesting  to  know  the  source  of  the 
authority  that  puts  any  Canadian  to  such  an 
indignity,  one  which  reads  like  a Shanghai- 
Japanesc  incident- 

The  large  majority  of  Canadians  w’ho 
cross  the  border  on  business  or  pleasure  are 
not  bent  on  evading  the  dollar  restrictions. 
They  lake  the  amount  allowed  them  and  no 
more.  It  is  therefore  intolerable  that  they 
should  be  subjected  to  forcible  search  just 
because  a few  persons  break  the  regulations 
T'hc  amount  of  dollars  smuggled  outside  the 
country  this  way  must  be  negligible  by  com- 
parison in  any  case,  certainly  not  enough 
to  warrant  treating  every  traveler  as  a poten- 
tial law-breaker.  T his  is  a compinr  reversal 
of  the  theory  that  all  persons  are  considered 
innexent  until  they  are  proved  guilty. 

This  is  not  a police  state,  and  the  methods 
of  search,  personal  molestation  and  seizure 
characii'rtisic  of  such  places  arc  repugnant 
to  Canadian  society.  In  no  other  circum- 
stance would  a person  be  liable  to  be  ordered 
to  turn  his  clothes  inside  out  so  that  every 
piece  of  lining  could  be  searched  for  con- 
traband. There  are  legal  warrants  provided 
for  such  suspicion.^,  and  if  necessary  they 
should  be  invoked  by  customs  authorities. 
Blanket  assumption  that  every  person  cross- 
ing the  border  is  a smuggler  who  requires  to 
be  overhauled  in  person  is  carrying  normal 
inspection  procedure  icx>  far.  The  customs 
check  should  be  conducted  with  common 
sense  and  with  strict  regard  for  the  rights 
of  the  Canadian  citizen.

As  Mark  I wain  hinted  once  on  the  i-r- 
roncoiis  report  of  his  death,  the  Vancouver 
account  telling  of  the  "death  ' of  Caddy. 
Vancouver  Island's  famous  sea  serpent,  seems 
a little  premature  From  Indian  legend 
and  paleface  .story.  Cadborosatirus  has  been 
frequenting  these  parts  for  close  upon  150 
years.  As  the  age  of  sea  serpents — the  best 
sea  serpents — is  reputed  to  be  300  years, 
Caddy  still  has  a long  way  to  go  before 
death  through  natural  causes  ts  likely  to 
eventuate. 

It  is  asserted,  however,  that  Caddy  expired 
from  the  effects  of  a Japanese  mine  and  that 
the  skeleton  was  washed  ifp  on  the  West  Coast 
of  Vancouver  Island.  A slight  study  of 
those  remains  should  be  sufficient  to  convince 
any  fair-minded  individual  of  the  impos- 
sibility of  this  being  Caddy,  or  any  part  of 
him.  her  or  it.  as  the  case  may  be.  The 
colunfnar  length  of  the  vertebrae  was  short 
by  a good  twenty  feet  of  spanning  Caddy'; 
known  dimensions.  T he  size  of  the  major 
vertebrae  was  quite  inadequate.  Attempts 
to  reconstruct  a sheeps  head  or  a camel's 
head-  why  do  they  liavc  to  drag  Palestine 
into  this  thing!  -from  a flat  skull  are. 
of  course,  the  work  of  imagination. 

T hesc  remains  may  well  be  those  of  a 
basking  shark  or  some  such  creature,  but  (hat 
they  could  have  any  relation  to  Cadboro- 
saurus  is  not  to  be  thought  of  for  one 
moment,  T o begin  with.  Caddy  in  Winter 
IS  known  to  frvquent  the  Last  Coast  ot  Van- 
couver Island  and  not  the  West  Coast,  while 
It  can  scarcely  be  suggested  (hat  it  had  left 
it.s  home  port.  Cadboro  Day.  to  go  playing 
about  with  Japanese  mines  off  the  Alberoi 
(!anal.  All  in  all.  wc  do  not  relish  (his 
attempt  to  write  off  our  .sea  serpent,  in  the 
midwinter  toutisf  season.  On  the  contrary, 
we  shall  toast  it  confidently  at  Christmas, 
reasonably  sure  in  the  knowledge  that  Caddy 
u giKxi  for  150  years  yet.  plus  one  day.
